WAS. LONG AND. SPIRITED 


Contractors Wanted a 
Change, and They Were 
Opposed by Citizens and 
Private Contractors---Vote in 
the Committee Was Five to 
Three.

The street committee of the genera: 
eounctl, by a vote of five to three, yes- 
terday afternoon decided to Mawes an 
ordinance which sought to change the 
present law governing the laying of 
sidewalk pavements. 

The decision of the committee was 
reached after one of the longest meet- 
ings that any committee of council 
ever held, and after there had been 
a hard-fought battle between lawyers 


and contractors. 

The ordinance, which was introduced 
by Councilman Winn, repealed three 
erdinances that now govern the laying, 
ef sidewalks and made a provision 
which gave the property owners the 
right to ‘lay their own paving, but 
caused them to pay for the grading: 
otherwise, if the city contractor laid 
the paving the city would do the grad- 
“ing. It was believed that this would 
virtually take from the property owner 
the right to lay his own sidewalk un- 
der a private contract, as the cost of 
grading would be too expensive. 


Wanted Ordinance Adopted. 

The Southefn Tile and Stone Com- 
pany, which has the eontract for side- 
walk paving, wanted new ordinances 
adopted, claiming that under the pres- 
ent law citizens were making contracts 
with. ptivate contractors, and thereby 
Making the contract with the city of 
very little value. ~ 

There were two contracters opposing 
the ordinance, and they were backed 
“by long lst of citizens, ‘who did not 
want the right to lay their own side- 
walks taken away'from them. The 
private contractors are the Cement and 
Tile Company, represented John 5S. 
Owens, and the Shale Brick Company, 
The city 
contractors were represented by 
Thomas DP. Meador, Captain James W. 
English and Attorney Clifford L. An- 
derson. The citizens were represented 
by Judge Ernest ©. Kontz. 

General Anderson spoke first for the 
city contractors, and he took the po- 
sition that the present ordinances in 
regard to sidewalk paving were incon- 
sistent, and that under them the city 
contractor had the right-to lay the 
paving as soon as the ten days’ notice 
to property owners had expired. He 
said that the city contractor should 
have the protection of the city govern- 
ment. and that as matters now stood 
the private contractor was going ahead 
doing most of the work. He claimed 
that unless this was stopped there 
would be no bids for the work next 
year. 

John 8S. Owens made a talk in which 
he stated that the private contractors 
were giving the péople the benefit of 
competition and that his conmipany was 
causing the city contractors to do 
better work. ;

It was 
making better speed than yesterday 
and more than the machine that 
[ used last year, I should judge 
that the machine was going over 40 
miles gn hour ‘at certain times.” 

A wind of a velocity of about 3 miles 
an hour was blowing when Orville was 
making his flights, making the ma- 
chine travel 6 mijes faster on the 
stretch along the eastern border of the 
field than along the western border. 
Like last year, Orville is making cir- 
cular flights with the left side of the 
machine on the inside of the field. 
Glenn H. Curtiss, the Hammondsport 
aviator, who is to make a flight in his 
aeroplane in New York tomorrow, wit- 
nessed Mr. Wright’s flight today. He 
estimated the average speed at about 
87 miles an hour with a maximum 
sneed of 40 or more miles when trav- 
eling with the wind, 

The motor on the aeroplane had been 
missing explosions for sOme time be- 
fore it finally stopped. Otherwise, the 
machine had acted much better than 
on its previous tests. A few' little qif- 
ficulties, which Orville had experienced 
yesterday, such as the tiring of his 
arm, due to the moving of the lever 
controlling the planes, were. surmount- 
ed this morning.

Washington, July 2.—The silver lin- 
ing of the clouds of business depres- 
sion that darkened the industrial sky 
is about all the government statisti- 
cians saw during the month of May. 
The statisticians’ review of the inter- 
Ral commerce of the United States 
during that month, as shown: by a bul- 
letin of the department of commerce 
and labor, has an optimistic tone. 

While the volume of live stock and 
grain movements was below that for 
May of the preceding two years, and 
there appeared also a slight check in 
the upward trend of the coal and lum- 
ber traffic, the transportation, manu- 
facturing and building activities are 
reported as improved. 

The coke output and shipments 
showed a continuous improvement in 
answer to the larger demand of the 
iron furnaces. Increased takings of 
cotton and wool were interpretated as 
indicating a greater activity in the 
textile industry, while larger’ ship- 
ments of boots and shoes from the 
chief distributing centers served the 
statisticians as an index of more reg- 
ular industrial employment. 

The building activity in the larger 
cities of the country was reported as 
unusually heavy. Traffic operations 
of railroads: judging by the total 
mumber of freight cars handled and 
the number of idle cars reported, were 
not up to the high record of 1907, 
though comparison with May, 1908, 
showed a considerable improvement 
for practically all sections of the 
country.

Iron@@Sd, Mich.» July 2.—President 
H. F. Jahn, cashier E. T. Larson and 
assistant cashier George H. Meadow, 
of the First National Bank of this city, 
have all been bound over to the federal 
grand jury which meets at Marquette, 
September 2. The charges against 
them are the outgrowth of the failure 
of the bank which was closed last week 
by the federal authorities. Meadow 
is in jail at Bessemer in default of 
$50,000 bail, while Jahn furnished $285,- 
000 and Larson $10,000 bonds. 

The bank had about $600,000 in de- 
posits and the receiver has now in 
hands about $100,000 in quick assets. 
It is not known what amount can be 
realized on other assets. The loss to 
depositors will probably be heavy as 
it is alleged that Larson has in the 
past two years embezzled to the extent 
Of $200,000 of the bank’s funds. Lar- 
son has also been charged with mak- 
ing false entries setting forth that 
the bank owned $75,000 more in bonds 
than it held and with taking $33,000 
from the deposit box of a depositor 
and putting it with the bank’s cash 
to swell the assets.

Dispatches received early Wednes- 
day forenoon announce that on next 
Saturday afternoon at 5 o’clock a 
troop of picked men from the United 
States Eleventh cavairy at Ft. Ogle- 
thorpe, fully equipped with horses, sa- 
bers, revolvers and Springfield rifles 
will reach Atlanta to take part in the 
big military tournament in the audi- 
torium Monday evening, July 6. 

On reaching the city they will go at 
once to Fort McPherson, where they 
will be quartered. They will be un- 
der the cgmmand of Lieutenant Shel- 
ley, and will be a center of interest 
during their whole stay in Atlanta. 
Among these cavalrymen are men who 
‘have just returned from thrilling ad- 
ventures in the Philippines. What- 
ever can be done on the back of a 
horse’ they can do. They are the 
boldest, cleverest, most amazing rid- 
ers on the American continent. Lieu- 
tenant Shelley himself is noted 
throughout the army for his dare- 
devil feats of horsemanship and as- 
sisted by Lieutenant Roberts, he and 
his’ men will present a spectacle of 
unparalleled interest. 

About two hours before the tourna- 
ment is to begin Monday evening, the 
troop will come galloping into town, 
and will be seen on =the business 
Streets. Then they will ride over to 
the auditorium. At 8:15 o'clock they 
will canter into the great arena, fol- 
lowed by a battalion from the Seven- 
teenth infantry of United States regu- 
lars at Fort McPherson, the whole 
Atlanta contingent of the Fifth regi- 
ment, national guard of Georgia, two 
bands, a machine gun battery and am- 
bulances of the hospital corps. 

Then there will be a march around 
the arena reviewed by Governor 
Brown, General Mills, commanding the 
department of the gulf; Colonel Van 
Orsdale, of the Seventeenth; Brigadier 
(seneral Anderson, of the national 
guerd of Georgia, and the staffs of 
each of these. The parade will be 
under the command of Colonel E. E. 
Pomeroy, of the Fifth regiment. 

Next will come the parade of the 
cavalrymen themselves. There will be 
rough riding, fancy riding and most 
thrilling of all, a realistic battle of re- 
volvers and sabers. This exhibition 
will exceed for sheer excitement any- 
thing of the kind ever witnessed in 
the south. Men and horses will be 
seen falling all over the arena. Some 
will be dragged from the field by their 
mounts. Others will grasp the tails 
of their horses, and thus be whirled 
away to safety almost in midair. Any 
one who loves to watch skilled fenc- 
ing will find his heart's full desire 
on this occasion. 

Thése cavalrymen are trained in 
striking feats of horsemanship, not for 
the purpose of show, but because every 
one of these feats will stand them in 
good service when a real fight is on. 
Hence, the tournament spectators will 
get an inside glimpse of how the United 
States prepares her cavalrymen for the 
field. 

Tickets to the tournament are sell- 
ing rapidly at the Cable Piano com- 
pany.

Not a 
mishap of any sort marked the day’s 
sport, and the races were started with 
commendable promptness. The weath- 
er, too, was perfect, and there was but 
one thing that did not come up to ex- 
pectations.

Though not up to the records in num- 
bers, the crowds of collegians who 
came to Poughkeepsie from New York, 
Philadelphia, Syracuse, Ithaca and 
other places to cheer the crews, did not 
lack in enthusiasm and the ability to 
make themselves heard.

TWENTY MEN DIE 
IN WALL COLLAPSE 


Heavy Shoring Timbers 
Fall Without Warn- 
ing. 


Newport, Monmouthshire, England, 
July 2.—It is estimated that twenty 
men perished today by the sudden col- 
lapse of the west wall of the new lock 
at the entrance to the Alexandria dock, 
“The extension of the dock work had 
been in progress for some time and 
fifty men ‘were working in a trench 
sixty feet deep, preparing for the lay- 


ing of a concrete foundation. 

Without the slightest warning, thé 
heavy timbers gave way in the middle 
and the entife structure collapsed and 
carried down with it thousands of tons 
of earth, the railway lines on both 
sides of the trench, many railway cars 
and four traveling cranes. 

The men at the bottom of the trench, 
which was 100 yards long and 30 feet 
wide, had no chance to escape, but 
many of those working nearer the 
suTtface were uninjured. 

The work of rescue was begun soon 
after the collapse and three men were 
taken out alive. The bodies of some 
of the dead were recovered, 

Late tonight four men, atill living, 
were pinned in the debris in the trench. 
The incoming tide made the work ot 
rescue very difficult. 

The engineers in charge of the work 
are unable to account for the collaps> 
of the shoring timbers. 


Brakemen Pleaded Guilty. 

Chicago, July 2.—Kobert W. stephen- 
son, W.H. Clark and John Heltzell, the 
three railway brakemen who pleaded 
guilty to the government's charge of 
conspiracy to violate the immigration’ 
and Chinese exclusion laws, were sen- 
tenced to serve six months each in the 
Bridewell today. The three testified 
for the government in the prosecution 
of Bob Leung, the El Paso Chinese 
merchant, and Jose Parra and Charles 
Seyedra, accused of smuggling Chinese 
into this country from Mexico. Leung 
was found guilty, and Parra and Seve- 
dra were acquitted. The last two left 
for El Paso today to stand trial there 
on a direct charge of violating the 
Chinese exclusion law.

For the two and a half years that the railroad wizard hag been below 
the normal in health, the ablest physicians have struggled vainly to. diagnose 
and remove his complaint. First it was plain rheumatism, then kidney trou- 
ble, then heart weakness, then a general nervous breaxdown. 

The latter condition could easily have explained the preceding maladies. 
Neurasthenia, or loss of nerve tone, is the typical American disease. It has 
the abominable and often baffling propensity of simulating half the diseases 
in the medical category. Once the central nervous spstem “lets go,” so ta 
speak, various vital and siiDsidiary organs lose their controlling power and 
functional changes, with all the terrifying earmarks’ of chronic disease, put 
in an appearance. 

This seems now to have proven the solution in Mr. Harriman’ s case. 
cidentally, of course, the lesson is that of overwork, and the warning, not to 
plunge ahead too recklessly in the pursuit of power and ambition. 

The instance is one that might be studied with profit by the average 
American, since Harriman is a tolerable type of the propensities and per- 
sonal habits of this country, carried to a high power. 

The man who seeks to enhance the national health could not advance a 
more sensible and productive prescription than that of Harriman's high- 
priced physician: Regular habits, plenty of rest and ample but simple fare. 

Yet how are we to supply the last ingredient with the cost of living each 
day hitting a new high-water mark?

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WILL TAFT MEET DIAZ? 


A proposal that has gained much favor in diplomatic circles in Washb- 
ington, as well as in the larger business world of New York city, is one 
looking toward a personal meeting between President Taft and President 
Diaz, of Mexico, within the next few months. 

It is, of course, out of the line of practice and precedent for the chief 
magistrate to leave the jurisdiction of the nation during his official incum- 
bency. It will be remembered that this point was overcome when Mr. 
Roosevelt visited Panama with the contention that, technically, he never 
removed himself from the American jurisdiction. 

An even more plausible device exists in the present instance. Charles 
P. Taft. one of the president’s brothers, has a large ranch in Texas. It is 
suggested that the president visit his brother, and then exchange greetings 
with Diaz on one of the bridges than span the dividing boundary of the 
Rio Grande river. 

Such a meeting would carry more than a mere social value. 
and industry, as well as geography and superficial similarity in politics, have 
tr to give the two countries a great deal in common.

While the regime of Diaz has actually been that of a dictatorship, his 
rule has been of the most benevolent and constructive nature. Under his 
administration tremendous American investments have poured into the land 
of the Aztecs. It is likely, moreover, that the protection and justice accorded 
them will tempt additional capital in that direction in the future, and any 
thing that furthers the amity of the two republics can but exert a salutarv 
influence on mutual trade relations. 

A pertinent interest is also lent the suggested meeting because of the 
semi-crisis in Mexican affairs. The tenure of Diaz on life is extremely un- 
certain, and already clashing factions are plotting to disrupt the peace, pos 
sibly the status of the government, when his powerfully restraining influence

In its peculiar way, journalism is no less exacting a profession than the 
law or medicine. And certain it is that the first honor graduates of both 
classes of institutions encounter, as a rule, a tedious and precarious proba- 
tionary stage before they are accepted with any degree of seriousness by 
their confreres or the public. Precisely the same conditions would apply to 
the graduate of a school of journalism. 

Seasoned editors and reporters and managerial officials and special writ- 
ers are.likely to remain skeptical, as to the capacity of the man who bas 


; 


licity of the course. 
Newspaper work involves as much a pruning and adaptation of the tem- 


perament and the mental faculties as it does the training of the intellect pure 
and simple. A man may be an easy and rapid writer of the purest English, 
yet fail signally in the trait of determining the relative value of news, of 
developing rapid decision in crises or of cultivating the intimate sixth sense, 
which enables the trained writer to gauge the public taste and attitude al- 
most as if by magic. 

Few of these things, much less the complicated and not gentle art of 
“interviewing,” upon which the life of a newspaper Jargely rests, can be 
taught in the school room. They must be attained, if at all, by patient and 
gruelling experience, ability to stand ridicule and rebuffs, and the winning 
of the almost superhuman quality of personal detachment. 

From all of which it will appear that journalism, at the term is under- 
stood by its actual exponents, is one of the last professions to be easily im- 
parted in a purely academic environment.

vision to that end. 

There is about $60,000 left of this 
fund, and it has been customary after 
paying the quarter’s expenses of the 
prison department, to distribute the 
balance to tha counties which did not 
have the use of convicts under the old 
iaw, for eZucational purposes. 

But the state house officials involved 
think jit inadvisable to use the near beer 
tax in the absence of legislative au- 
thority, although the law provides that 
it shall be levieg for the support of 
the penitentiary system, There being 
no other fund from which to meet the 
expenses of the department, it was de- 
cided to be necessary to pay them out 
of the convict hire. If there ig any of 
this fund left after the legislature pro- 
vides for meeting the expenses of the 
department, it "will probably be dis- 
tributed to the counties, as was for- 
nierly done. 


Sam Tate to Be a Colonel. 

Sam Tate, president of the Georgia 
Marble Company, of Tate, Ga.. is to 
be one of the lieutenant colonels on 
the staff of Governor Brown.

Revelations as to Bond Deals Brought Sensational State- 
ments from Joe Hill Hall in 
the Lower House, ‘ 


ON W'LENDDN CASE 


House and Senate Agree 
on Procedure. 


Will Investigate All Facts and 
Report Evidence to the Two 
Houses, but Will Not Make 
a Recommendation as to a 
Verdict. 


The senate disposed in short order 
yesterday of the house resolution pre- 
scribing the form of procedure in the 
case of Chairman S. G. McLendon, sus- 
pended chairman of the railroad com- 
mission, by adopting the resolution as 
it came from the house with only a 
slight amendment, technical in char- 
acter, which in no sense materially af- 


fected it. 

The house resolution provided that 
the joint committee should investigate 
and report to the house and senate 
the “facts and the evidence” in the 
McLendon case. The only thing the 
senate did to the, resolution was to 
etrike out the words “facts and,” on 
the ground, as Senator Mathews stated, 
that to report the facts might be con- 
strued into a finding upon the facts. 

As the resolution was finally adopt- 
ed, therefore, the house coneurring in 
the foregoing senate amendment, it 
provides for @ committee of nine from 
the house and five from the senate to 
investigate and report simply the “evi- 
dence” to the house and senate, with- 
out. recommendation of any sort, in 
erder that there may be no pre-fudging 
of the case when it comes befor® the 
two bodies for action. 

The Joint Committee Named. 

Following the action of the senate, 
President Slaton appointed these mem- 
bers as the senate portion of the com- 
mittee: 

Senators Burwell of the twentieth, 
Slater of the first, Calhoun of the fif- 
teenth, Gordy of the twenty-fourth, 
and Mathews of the twenty-third. 

Following the concurrence of the 
house in the foregoing senate amend- 
ment, Speaker Holder announced the 
house committee: 

Representatives Hardeman of Jef- 
ferson, Anderson of Chatham, Wright 
of Floyd, Ellis of Bibb, Tuggle = of 
Troup, Boyd of Spalding, McElreath of 
Fulton, Brown of Carroll, and Shep- 
pard of Sumter. 

The house committee held a brief 
conference immediately following ad- 
Jjournment, but decided to confer with 
the senate committee before taking any 
definite action. It is expected the joint 
committee will get to work early next 
week. 

Senator Burwell is chairman of the 
senate committee, and, in accordance 
with custom, will become chairman of 
the joint committee. tepresentative 
Hardeman is chairman of the house 
portion of the committee. 

So far as the sympathies of the 
members are concerned, judged by their 
political alignment, it is said the joint 
committee is pretty evenly divided, 
standing practically seven and seven. 

Debate in the Senate. 

When the house resolution came to 

the senate it was taken up for imme- 


diate consideration. 
Senator Burwell moved to strike out 


investigation of Chairman McLendon’s 
alleged connection with railroad bond 
deals, on the graund that if the chair- 
man had violated the law, he was sub- 
ject to impeachment, and that the sen- 
ate committee should not take part in 
any proceedings which might possibly 
lead to impeachment proceedings upon 
which it wduld have to sit as a court. 

Senator Sellers, of the third, offered 
a substitute for the house resolution 
in which the only difference was the 
omission of the bond deal feature and 
an increase in the committee to seven 
from the senate and eleven from the 
house. 

Senator Slater offered an amend- 
ment to the house resolution providing 
that if during the investigation any 
evidence developed which was liable 
to lead to impeachment praeceedings, 
the members of the senate committee 
should immediately withdraw, so that 
there might be no question raised of 
prejudging the case. Later, -however, 
after a conference with several mem- 
bers of the senate, he withdrew this 
amendment, 

Wanted All the Facts, 

There was considerable oppdésition 
manifested to the Burwell amendment, 
Senators Longley, of the thirty- 
seventh: Harrell, of the twelfth: 
Mathews, of the twenty-third, and 
Ward, of the seventh, speaking against 
it. 

They declared there was no reason 
why the rumors as to bond deals 
should be omitted from the investiga- 
tion; they wanted all the light possi- 
ble on the subject and for that the 
house resolution made provision. 

Senator Mathews took the view that 
materially to amend the house resolu- 
tion would result in the reopening of 
the question in that body and conse- 
quently cause more delay. He pro: 
poséd only the simple amendment al- 
ready stated, striking out the word 
“facts and” which he said might be con- 
strued into a finding on the part of 
the committee, and this *vas the only 
amendment adopted. 

The Burwell amendment, the Sellers 
substitute and others were voted 
down on viva voce vote, and the res- 
Olution waé then adopted. 

The appointment of the joint com- 
mittee followed and it was ready to 
get to work.

The Bibb statesman yesterday so de- 
clared on the floor of the house in re- 
sponse to a question from Mr. Wright, 
of Floyd. ’ 

“Would you be willing to introduce 
a resolution calling for impeachment?” 
asked Mr. Wright. 

“If this senate amendment is not 
adopted, I will do it as quickly as I 
can draw it up—within ten minutes,” 
hotly replied Mr. Hal).

PART OF THE TARIFF BILL

that the finance committee will ac- 
cept the amendments of Senator Ba- 
con, which were voted down thie af- 
ternoon. One important provision ex- 
cepts from the operation of the cor- 
poration tax any incorporated. mer- 
cantile business that does not do Aa 
business in excess of $250,000 per 
annum. The figures are for gross 
sales. Senator Bacon's amendment 
also excepts fraternal organizations 
that are operated exclusively for mu- 
tual benefit: corporations the profits 
from which are devoted in good faith 
to religious, charitable and educational 
purposes, and insurance companies op- 
erated for mutual benefit, in which 
there is no individual profit to stock- 
holders. 

After much tribulation 
reached a vote on the corporation tax 
proposition shortly before adjourning at 
7 o'clock p.m., andthe amendment was 
agreed to by the large vote of 60 to II.

| With all modifying amendments dis- 


posed of. many Democrats voted with 
most of the Republicans for the amend- 
ment. Only three Democrats voted 
against the provision on the final vote, 
but some refrained from voting at 


all. 
Democrats Oppose Substitution. 

The test vote was on the substitution 
of the corporation tax amendment for 
the income tax provision and on that 
vote 45 senators cast their -ballots in 
the affirmative and 3! in the negative. 
On this ballot all the Democratic votes 
were cast in favor of the income tax, 
which also received the support of a 
number of insurgent Republicans. 

The income tax question disposed of, 
the senate tomorrow will enter upon 
the administrative features of the 
tariff bill, probably taking up the 
maximum and minimum rate provision. 

The reaching of a vote came as 
somewhat of a surprise to a large 
majority of the senators, but not to 
Senator Aldrich and his intimate ad- 
visers. Mr.‘ Aldrich himself had been 
confident from the time of his arrival 
in the senate early in the day after a 
brief vacation, that he would succeed 
in getting a vote before adjournment. 
The result’ (ws that while the situa- 
tion sedemew extremely critical for a 
time, the chairman of the finance com- 
mittee did not count without a thor- 
ough understanding of the situation. 
He, therefore, kept his lieutenants busy 
in holding the supporters in the cham- 
ber, and at no time during the day 
was the senate without a quorum. 

Debate More Animated. 

The debate was somewhat more ani- 
mated than yesterday, and there was a 
steady fire of oratory from the begin- 
ning of the session at 10 o'clock until 
4:30 o'clock this aftérnoon. During 
that time Senators Heyburn, Hughes, 
Cummins, Newlands, Rayner, Brande- 
gee, Root and Aldrich discussed al] 
phases of the income tax question. Of 
these Mr. Newlands was the last speak- 
er and when he concluded Mr. Aldrich 
took the floor and made request for 
an unanimous agreement for a vote on 
the corporation tax amendment tomor- 
row at 1 o'clock. Previous to present- 
ing this request there had been much 
conferring of the amendment, and it 
was generally supposed that they had 
reached an understanding that the vote 
should be taken tomorrow as suggested 
by Mr. Aldrich. When it seemed that 
such a compact was probable, Senator 
Cummins came to the front with an 
objection. 

While many senators were displeased 
with the idea that because of the par- 
liamentary status of the corporation 
amendment, it was not capable of mod- 
ification, the Iowa genator took the 
reverse position. He opposed the 
agreement because the provision would 
be amendable in case it should be sub- 
stituted for the Lodge countervailing 
duty, which everyone understood would 
result. His theory was that there 
would be a square vote on the issue 
as it had been presented and no vote 
on any amendment which might now 
be presented and on which there would 
be no opportunity for debate. tle 
therefore entered formal objection to 
the unanimous agreement, which not 
only had the effect of preventing the 
fixing of the vote for tomorrow, wut of 
forcing it today. Even after Mr. Cum- 
mins’ objection had been recorded and 
Mr. Aldrich had called for a vote it 
looked as if he would be disappointed. 

Senator Frazier, who has been a 
supporter of the income tax amend- 
ment and an opponent of the corpora- 
tion tax, was absent from the chamber 
on account of illness. Desiring that 
he should be present when the vote 
was taken, Mr. Bailey took the floor 
and announced his determination to 
hold it until Mr. Frazier could make 
his appearance. Mr. Frazier soon 
came in and thereupon the Texas sen- 
ator yielded and the voting began. 

Democrats Vete Together. 

The first vote was upon the motion 
to substitute the corporation § tax 
amendment for the Lodge countervail- 
ing duty amendment, and this prevail- 
ed by a vote of 45 to 31. The affirm- 
ative vote was cast entirely by repub- 
licans, even Senator McEnery, of

Immediately Mr. Lodge withdrew his 
amendment and a vote was taken on 
a motion to substitute the corporation 
tax amendment for the income tax 
amendment offered jointly by Messrs.

Next tn order came the vote upon the 
corporation tax upon Its merits, but 
before this ballot could be reached Mr.

The open- 
ing was steady, at unchanged prices 
to an advance of 6 points, and prices 
were pretty well maintained during the 
morning, although cables were no bet- 
ter than due and there was nothing of 
consequence in the weather news to 
Stimulate support. There did seem, 
however, to be great confidence in ulti- 
mate higher prices, and _ scattered 
realizing sales for over the holidays 
Were absorbed by the stronger longs.

Inst@e of ten minutes, October had 
sold at 12 and December at 12.03. Heavy 
realizing sales at this level caused a 
brief reaction of about !0 points, but

the later trading. There seemed to 
have been no special speculative short 
interest in the market, but the condi- 
tion figures of 74.6 per cent being con- 
siderably under expectations attracted 
fresh buying orders from all directions, 
and led to predictions of something 
little short of a panic among spinners 
with reference to their aaa season’s 
requirements.

HOLIDAY AHEAD 
MADE MARKET DULL 


Dealings in Stocks Were Few, 
and the Fluctuations Were 
Feeble Ones. 


New York, July 2.—The stock market 
was a trivial affair, compara- 
tively, both in the volume of dealings 
and in the feeble fluctuations of pricés. 
The imminence of a three-day holiday 
interval left the speculative element 
indisposed to take chanceg of accidents 
happening during that period. News 
dévelopments received little attention, 
The undeértope was very firm and the 
Waiting attitude of the speculation 
Was coupled with an apparent deter- 
mination to cling to present stock- 
Today confirmed the con- 
viction that the money market was 
secure against even a ripple of dis- 
turbance from the passage of the 
July settlements. Discounts receded in 
London and Berlin -— today and the 
weekly statement of the German im- 
perial bank showed the strain of the 
settlements in the huge changes in 
the varioug items. In Paris, however, 
the discount rate advanced and the 
London exchange rate fell back. An 
additional demand on New York for 
gold is indicated by these changes. 
Call loan rates here were easier than 
yeaterday in spite of the stock market 
to carry over until next Tuesday. The 
inflow of cash from the interior con- 
tinues larger than the gold outgo and 
@ prospect of possible additional gold 
exports was regarded, therefore, with 
indifference. There was a group of 
stocks of small bankrupt railroads with 
reorganization plans being worked out 
which showed acute weakness and fell 
rapidly towards the point of extinction 
of value. The geenral market was 
comperatively undisturbed by this 
center of weakness, although some 
check to an earlier upward tendency 
was perceptible. The signs of fright 
amongst cotton buyers, which were 
caused by the publication of the gov- 
ernment’s estimate of condition of that 
crop, were equally ignored. The de- 
gree of deterioration of the crop re- 
ported by the government when the 
value of this crop is considered and 
the part it plays in the international 
exercises must eventually force serious 
attention. News from the grain fields 
today, on the contrary, continued high- 
ly favorable. 

Speculators in stocks were inclined 
to look forward to a hopeful effect 
on stocks next week whe nthe govern- 
ment report on condition of the grain 
crops is to appear. The advance in 
Union aPeclific was helped by the re- 
port tht the company had sold its 
allotme;t of the new Southern Pacific 
conver »xle bonds to which it was 
privi® sd as a Southern Pacific stock- 
holder, to subscribe to. These bonds 
advanced today to 104, a record price. 
The Lackawanna “melon cutting’ was 
assigned ag the ground for the special! 
Strength in Reading. Copper rose in 
the London market today and this gave 
some benefit to the copper indus- 
trials. 

The market was in a state of virtual 
etagnation at times.and closed easy.
